U. S. Gave It Back

A I/niUdr.II American sympathy is all with the Chinese 
•i \ government and against the Japanese government in 
tjieir present conflict, our Western nation will welcome this 
story which shows that the (Japanese people, as distin- 
guished Croin the Japanese government, have an historic 
friendship for America. 


The story is told by the Japanese American, which has 


presented Japanese publicity from New York City for 
•58 years. 


The story is this: That while Japan had to pay the 


I mlcd States $2,214,000 indemnity for the bombing of the 
gunboat Panay last winter, it was actually a second of- 
fense. Hack in 18fM a lone Japanese war lord bombarded 
the fleets of the major powers, including the United States. 
Japan had to pay indemnity for this one war lord's action, 
and paid off America on the same basis as more heavily- 
interested powers. But America returned the money to 
Japan—and we'll let tlie Japanese American finish the

TJ,,; An,orican share of the in-

demnity amounted to $785,000, the 
same as that of France and the 
Netherlands, while Great Britain 
contented herself with $645,000. 


Years after the final payment 


some leading Americans, both in 
congress and out, began to feel 
that America's share was far larger 
than the actual damage called for 
and a strong movement was soon 
under way for the return of all or 
part of the indemnity in order to 
correct an injustice. The question 
was brought up in both houses of 
congress over a period of years. 
Finally a measure was enacted and 
signed 
by 
President 
Hayes on 


February 22, 1883, to dispose of the 
fund. 


The money had not been paid 


into the Treasury but had been 
invested in United States bonds 
drawing interest. By 1883 the fund 
with 
accumulated 
interest 
had 


grown to 51,839,533.99. 


Of this amount 
the 
original 


American share 
plus 87 cents, 


5785,000.87, was paid back to Japan, 
5MO.OOO was given to the officers 
and crew of the "Wyoming" and 
the "Ta-Kiang" and the remainder, 
$914,533.12 went into the Treasury. 


The Japanese were astounded to 


receive their money back. 
And 


they held long and earnest con- 
ferences. This money could not 
be used for any ordinary purposes. 
No taint of barter and trade or 
selfish interests could touch a fund 
representing the great conscience 
of the United States in its dealings 
witli a thoughtful and well mean- 
ing neighbor. It must be employed 
in some way to be of permanent 
benefit to Americans. 


And that is how the great break- 


water in the harbor at Yokohama 
came into being. Behind its rocky 
jTtronpth the-.yhips of America and. 
all the world, buffeted 
by the 


seas, find shelter and calm, pro- 
tected by the $785,000.87 repaid for 
an indemnity.

congress fretted Thursday over a 10- 
million-dollar barrier to adjournment. 


Conference 
committee representa- 


tives and senators struggled to level 
the obstacle in time for a final wind- 
up Thursday night. Some conferees 
said they were "making progress." 


The barrier consisted of a handful 


of last-minute appropriations written 
into this deficiency 
The bill as 


passed by the house carried allot- 
ments totaling 279 million dollars. The 
senate added 10 millions to that. 


A bill to continue low interest rales 


on certain federal farm loans became 
law Thursday, despite objections by 
President Roosevelt. 


The senate, following similar action 


in the house Wednesday, voted to 
override the president's veto o! the 
legislation. 


Adjournment Delayed 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—Administration 


leaders' efforts to bring the Seventy- 
fifth Congress to a close Wednesday 
night failed when senate and house 
differed on a comparatively minor is- 
sue—a deficiency bill carrying $289,- 
000,000 to increase the funds of sev- 
eral government agencies. The two

NEW YORK—Watch the situation 


on the farm. Farm prices have fallen 
well over 20 per cent in the last year 
as compared with a drop of less than 
half that for industrial products. A 
huge wheat crop faces the country. 
The situation in cotton is serious. 


Thp ngnificJuj'-Q ofstHfc.'lies in .the 


psychology of the farm belt nad the 
farm leaders. While farm prices have 
fallen 
more seriously 
than manu- 


factured goods, the depression has not 
made itself felt on the farm as em- 
phatically as in the cities. It is only 
now spreading to the farm. 


When it gets around to the farm 


sufficiently, there will go up a new 
and violent demand for money tink- 
ering of some sort. 


It will of course take the form of in- 


flation. 


This is merely a guess but my own 


feeling is that its obpectve will be to 
spend gold and, in order to provide 
more gold to spend, there wili prob- 
ably be another clamor for further de- 
valuation of the dollar. 


Inflation may take many forms. It 


may take the form of government 
credit which is the type used up to 
now upon a large scale. That infla- 
tion has collapsed. 


It may take the form of printing 


Federal 
Reserve 
currency, 
which 


would be direct currency inflation as 
distinguished from credit inflation. 


It may take the form of devaluation 


In that case the government merely 
cuts the gold content of the dollar. 


Devaluation may or may not be ef- 


fective as inflation depending on how 
the government follows up the deval- 
uation. In 1934 Die government cut the 
gold content of the dollar from 40 to

Recounts Kidnaping 


In a firm but low voice, he gave 


the following account of the crime: 


"About 9:30 I went to the home of 


Hal McLaughlin and then went to J. 
B. Cash's filling station and saw Mr. 
and Mrs. Cash inside the stpre. I asked 
the time and Mrs. Cash said, 'it's 9:30— 
time for you to be home in bed.' 


"I left tlie store and went through 


an alley in back to the filling station 
and came through tlie back door of the 
house. It was locked and I cut the 
screen with a knife. 


"I had two white pocket handker- 


chiefs which I took out of my pocket 


and went up the hall to (lie door of 
the bedroom. 1 went in and picked 
Skcegic up in my arms and placed 
two large, white, clean handkerchiefs 
over his face. 


"t went out the back door. He ap- 


peared to be sleeping. I carried him 
in both arms and held the handker- 
chiefs over his mouth and, I guess, 
over his nose, but 1 didnt know it. 


"I walked home. It was dark and 


when I got home I put Skeegic on the 
bed and shook him and called his 
name but got no answer. 


Child Is Dead 


"1 was afraid and tried artificial res- 


piration to try and, wake him up. 1 
got cold water from the ice box and 
bathed his face but he didn't wake up. 


"I knew he was dead. He didn't 


struggle or move. I saw he was dead 
and didn't know what to do, 


"I picked him up and started out the 


back door. I didn't have any partic- 
ular place in mind and went through 
the woods back of tlie house to the 
place where the body was found and 
placed it there. 


"Then I went home and got the ran- 


som note—" 


"I want to make this plea," he said 


in conclusion. 
"It was the first time 


I was ever involved in anything like 
this. No one else ever had money 
tempt them that much."

Cotton Late, But 


Weevil Is Also 


Weevil Can't Begin Re- 


production Until Plants 


Form Squares

The lateness of the cotton crop has 


caused some uneasiness, since late cot- 
ton is often more severely injured by 
boll weevil than early cotton; but 
when cotton is generally late the de- 
velopment of the weevil is also pro- 
portionately late, since weevils can- 
not begin reproduction until the plants 
begin to form squares. 


Weevil injury is most severe on late 


cotton when both early and late cot- 
ton occur in the same locality and 
weevils start reproducing on the early 
cotton and later move to the later 
plantings, according to Dwgihl Isely, 
entomologist, University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture. 
When 
the 


plantings arc uniform in time, Mr. Iscly 
says, this hazard of unusual injury is 
removed. 


However, the number of boll weevils 


Uiot went into hibernation in the fall 
of 1937 was greater than during any 
fall for the past 6 years, nad the sur- 
vival up to this time should be rel- 
atively high, the entomologist warns. 
For tins reason, severe injury by 
weevils, at least locally, may be ex- 
pected if there is a fair amount of 
rainfall during the next six weeks. 


Pro-square poisoning for control of 


tlie boll weevil is not recommended for 
Arkansas. 
However, farmers should 


be watchful for any possible infesta- 
tion when squares begin to form with- 
in the next few weeks.

Ohio has a "relief crisis" on its hands; has had it, off I 


and on, for a long time. In its j?reat industrial cities scores of 
thousands of people are destitute, and there is no more 
money to spend on them. From time to time the problem has 
been handed to the legislature, but each time the legislature 
has stalled and fumbled and let the problem slide. 


. So the other day the speaker of the state House of Repre- 


sentatives called an unusual conference at the capitol. It was 
attended by representatives of the legislature, the governor 
of the .state — and all of the leading lobbyists. Primarily it 
was openly and avowedly a conference of lobbyists; and a 
veteran reporter covering the state house wrote of it as fol- 
lows : 


"Despairing of the possibility that the legislature would 


pass any program as long as powerful lobbies were opposing 
revenue-raising bills. Uible (the speaker) called the lobbyists 
themselves into session." 


These lobbyists included a group known as the Inter- 


Organization Conference, a business lobby which is said to be 
"m virtual control" of the State Senate; the Township Trus- 
tees Association, which has exercised vast control over the 
•Hduse; the school lobby, the State Farm Bureau, the Grange.

If the diet 
of the rat failed to include a sufficient 
amount of this factor, the males would 
become sterile through degeneration 
ofthe tissues involved in reproducing 
the species, and the females would fail 
to carry their young to the time of 
bjrtb.

Studies have been made upon this 
vitamin, applying them mostly to an- 
imals, because apparently the human 


Many different causes and conditions 


exist which may be responsible for 
failure in the human being to repro- 
duce. Apparently in animals the vita- 
min E is directly concerned with only 
one phase of the process of reproduc- 
tion in the female—namely, the blood 
supply and nutrition of the prospective 
offspring. 


In the male, vitamin E is apparently 


concerned with just one function, and 
that is the development of the repro- 
ductive cells.

oil, most of the studies made with 
vitamin E have involved the use of 
that substance.

Inheritance Laws 


Often Are Puzzle 


Social Security Officials 


Observe Them Very 


Carefully 


TEXARKANA, Ark.—The Federal 


Government 
is carefully 
observing 


state laws of descent and distribu- 
tion in payment of old-age insurence 
claims under the Social Security Act, 
John H. Cooler, manager of the Social 
Security Board field office at Texar- 
kana said Thursday. 


Cooler used as illustralion a recenl 


case where a young man, unmarried 
died after having earned $1,259.31 on 
and after January 1, 1937 in covered 
employment under the old-age in- 
surance provisions of the Social Se- 
curity Act. His nearest relatives were 
cntillud to a lump-sum claim of 3% 
per cent of his total earnings, which 
amounted to $44.07. The case arouse 
in Missuori where the laws make both 
the mother and father and brothers 
and sisters co-equal sharers of an 
amounl left by an unmarried child. 


In this case bolh parenls, two sist- 


ers and one brother received govern- 
mental checks for their shares in the 
amount of $8.81 each. Had the de- 
ceased been last domiciled in Arkan- 
sas, Kansas or Oklahoma, the lump- 
sum benefit would have been divided 
equally between the parents only, and 
if but one parent survived, that par- 
ent would have received the entire 
amount. 


Had the wage-earner bee nsurvived 


by a widow only, she would have re- 
ceived the entire benefit in all four 
states. If no window survived, and 
the deceased left children, they would 
receive it. If bolh window and chil- 
dren survived, the lump-sum benefit 
in Arkansas, Kansas and Oklahoma 
would inure to their joint benefit, 
white in Missouri the surviving spouse 


would receive the entire amount. 


"This case," said Mr. Cooler, "shows 


with what great care the federal gov- 
ernment discharges its duties in con- 
nection with old-age iasurance, in ob- 
serving the stale laws of descent and 
distribution. Although the amount in 
this case was small, it is a foretaste of 
equitable distribution when, with the 
passage of years, the amount of taxable 
wage credits runs much higher. Had 
this young man died under similar 
circumstances after having earned $30,- 
000, the lotal lump-sum payment to be 
made lo the beneficiaries would be 
$1,050. A similar distribulion would 
amount to $210 for each individual. 


"The 
average lump-sum paymnels 


are now about $40. Next year the av- 
erage amount will be about twice that. 
While benefits arc thus relatively 
small at the present time, the poten- 
tial benefits of the Social Securily Act 
can be realized by picturing what the 
effect would be if the Act had been 
passed Iwenty years ago."

Where Salt Is Raked 
For Your Table 


rjRUISING about in the West 


Indies some time about 1678 


Bermudians first visited the unin- 
habited Turks and Caicos Islands 
lying at the southeastern end oi 
the Bahamas, found they possessed 
vast quantities of salt. So began 
an industry which today is still the 
main work of this tiny island 
group. 


The Turks and Caicos Islands, 


more than 30 in all, with an area 
of less than 200 square miles, are 
of coral and sand formation. The 
Turks islands are so named from 
the cactus resembling a turban. 
The largest of the group is Grand 
Caicos, which is 20 miles long, six 
wide. The seat of government is 
at Grand Turk. 
. 
In 1710 the British were expelled 


from the islands by the Spaniards, 
but they returned eventually and 
revived the salt trade, chiefly with 
the United States. By 1765 Great 
Britain had finally established full 
claim, and has held them since. 
Though geographically a part of 
the Bahamas, the group forms a. 
separate government today under i 
dii-ection of Jamaica. Sisal hempi 
and sponges are chief exports in) 
addition to salt.

Game of Darts Leaves 


Saloon to Go 'Soceity' 


LONDON—It's hardly safe to go any- 


where in England these days, the darts 
are flying so furiously. 


Dart throwing, originally a working 


man's game confined to the corner pub 
(saloon), has spread to all classes of 
society. 


The game, which has become a na- 


tional craze, is said to be descended 
from the ancient 
sport 
of javelin 


throwing. 


As a body builder it develops only

Bees only last Saturday. 


Eight Dodgers reached base, all by- 


walks, but the 190-pounder from Mid- 
land Park. N. J., pitched his way out 
of the pinches in each occasion. In 
the ninth inning, he loaded the bases 
with one out on passes, but forced one 
runner at the plate and then got Leo 
Ruvochcv on ;\ fly ball to end the 
threat. 


Never before in the history of the 


major leagues, ancient or modern, has 
any pitcher hurled two no-hitters in 
a single reason, let alone on two con- 
sccutve games. In fact only eight have 
pitched two no-hitters over their en- 
tire career. 


The victory was Vander Meer's sev- 


enth of the season against two de- 
feats. 


In hurling his second no-hitter, Van- 


der Meer also broke Dnzzy Vance's 
National League record for consecu- 
tive hitless innings. His nine Wednes- 
day night, coupled with the nine 
against Boston Saturday, and the final 
one-third of an inning against the New
